School Project Over Budget; 
Three Selectmen Say Cut Scope 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The $11 million budget for the school 
building program appropriated by last 
year's town meeting will stand, the select- 
men determined Monday night, denying a 
request for a special town meeting article 
to appropriate up to an additional $3 mil- 
lion. 

Three selectmen were unwilling to ask 
town meeting to appropriate any more 
funds to renovate the town’s secondary 
schools, despite the town manager's warn- 
ing that without adequate funding, the 
town could end up with ‘‘inferior’’ schools. 

The board voted to call a special meet- 
ing, but the only article inserted for the 
voters’ approval calls for eliminating por- 
tions of the project to bring it down to its 
existing budget. . 

School €ommittee Chairman Joseph 
Finn Tuesday night called the selectmen's 
decision ‘‘unconscionable’’ and ‘‘very, 
very distasteful, The town should be allow- 
ed‘to decide whether we should go ahead 
with the entire project.” 

The selectmen were scheduled to meet 
last night to reconsider their yote. and 
Finn appealed to them to change their 
vote and insert the $3 million article. 

Finn emphasized that the school com- 
mittee was not asking the selectmen to 
support the additional money article. but 


merely give town meeting a chance to 


consider the alternative of additional fund- 


ing. 


The school building committee opened , 
bids for the project last Thursday night, © 


and found they would need up to $3 million 


more to complete the entire project, the ° 


town manager reported Friday. 

The building committee, backed by the 
school committee, therefore asked the 
selectmen to call a special town meeting 
on the last night of the upcoming annual 
town meeting. Wednesday, June 3. Com- 
mittee members wanted the selectmen to 
insert an article asking voters to appropri- 
ate additional funds of up to $3 million for 
the three-part school project. 

“The feeling of the building committee 
and the school committee is that if we're 
going to build this project, rather than 
skimp on it and have inferior construction, 
we should vote the necessary dollars to 
have quality buildings.’ Town Manager 
Jared S.A. Clark told the board. 

The low bidder on the building project 
was Peabody Construction Co. of Malden, 
with a bid of $10.356.435. Low bidder on the 
playing fields project was Meola Con- 
struction Co., at $478.786. 

The bid prices do not include equipment

Fire Ravages 
Peabody House 


Andover firefighters responded to an 
early-morning fire at Phillips Academy 
with an all-out effort Monday. battling the 
fire in a smoke-filled building that threat- 
ened to collapse around them. 

The fire gutted the southeast corner of 
the Peabody House on Phillips Street, 
leaving a brick chimney balancing precar- 
iously over a hole that covers nearly half 
the roof. The building. used for confer- 
efices and s@minars. was vacant at the 
time of the fire and no one was hurt. 

Fire department officials believe the 
fire was of electrical origin. and do not 
suspect arson at this time. However. ex- 
tensive investigation has been delayed be- 
cause the brick building is still in danger 
of collapsing in the area where the fire 
probably began 

The fire department was called to the 
two-story brick building at 2:14 a.m.. 
when a police patrolman noticed smoke 
drifting over Main Street. according to 
Deputy Fire Chief Robert Boush. Two 
engines and the aerial platform answered

the call. along with the deputy chief and an 
ambulance 

Within minutes. however. Boush called 

a ‘Code One.” calling another engine and 
all off-duty firefighters to the scene. At 
the same time. North Andover firefighters 
were called in to cover the fire station. 
‘ Boush said he was quickly forced to 
order the 23 firefighters outside of the 
building because they could have been 
trapped by the fire. which was all around 
them. He explained that the fire apparent- 
ly started in the floor space of the second 
floor. spread to the attic. and dropped to 
the first floor over a staircase. 

The fire found a **tremendous fuel load” 
in the attic. Boush said. because the build- 
ing is designed with a domed ceiling on the 
second floor. which had a network of 
wooden supports in the attic The fire 
burned through the roof 

The firefighters attacked the fire from 
outside with hoses for nearly an hour. 
Boush said. and managed to confine it to

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Addison Launches Campaign 


On the campus of Phillips Academy, 
Andover, is a ‘‘a jewel among museums, ” 
according to the pre-eminent photohistori- 
an, Beaumont Newhall; ‘‘an important 
cultural resource for Massachusetts and 
New England,’’ according to Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts Director Jan Fontein; 
‘‘a unique repository of national value and 
usefulness,’’ according to the National 
Gallery's Senior Curator, John Wilmerd- 
ing. These national art figures speak of the 
Addison Gallery which houses one of the 
nation’s finest collections of American art 
and has presented the first retrospectives 
of such leading American artists as Alex- 
ander Calder, Hans Hofmann, Maurice 
and Charles Prendergast, and as a teach- 
ing museum, has pioneered new forms of 
visual education that have served as bea- 
con and model for high schools throughout 
the state and across the country. 


During the museum’s recent 50th Anni- 
versary Celebration, the trustees of Phil- 
lips Academy launched the campaign for 
.the Addison Gallery. The campaign, which 
seeks $4,765,000, is the first in the mu- 
seum's history. Its purpose, states Phillips 
Academy Headmaster Theodore R. Sizer, 
is ‘‘to sustain and strengthen the Addison 
as a Significant force in the worlds of art 
and education.’’ According to Addison Di- 
rector Christopher Cook, $4,290,000 of the 
total goal will be added to the Gallery's 
endowment, which supports the museum’s 
people, programs and acquisitions; some 
$475,000 is sought for capital projects, 
including the publication of the first com- 
prehensive catalog of its collection. Ad- 
vance gifts to the campaign total more 
than $1,000,000. They include a ‘‘birthday 
present’’ froma small group of Merrimcak 
Valley residents that will provide for one 
year’s worth of programs—exhibits, lec- 
tures and seminars—at the Addison. 
Among the other early gifts is the endow- 
ment of an Artist in Residence position, a 


»najor campaign objective, by Edward E. 


Elson ‘52, and a fund established by anoth- 
er Andover alumnus in memory of Thom- 
as Cochran, the museum's donor. 
Serving as campaign co-chairmen for 
the Merrimack Valley are J.A. LaMon- 
tagne and Mrs. Donald H. McLean, Jr. 
The campaign chairman is Robert M. 
Walker '28, professor emeritus of Art His- 
tory at Swarthmore College and a current 
resident of Wayland. Other leaders at the 
“national level are artist Frank Stella ‘54; 
cartoonist William Hamilton °58; parents 
Donald B. Marron, chairman of Paine 
Webber, and Clifton Daniel, former ma- 
naging editor of the New York Times, and 
Phillips Academy trustee emeritus Philip 
K. Allen ‘29 of Andover. | a 
As an arts center for the Merrimack 
Valley, the Addison offers concerts and 
lectures in addition to its schedule of ex- 
hibits. All of these are open to the public 
free of charge—a rarity in these times. 


Adult education, long a part of the mu- 
seum’s programs, continued this year 
with the seminar, ‘Artists on Art," under 
the auspices of the Andover Evening Study 
Program. Its Video Art Therapy project, 
serving clients of Danvers State Hospital 
in Hathorne, the Day Treatment Center in 
Lawrence and St. Ann’s Home in Methuen, 
has broken new ground by extending the 
Gallery's resources to audiences rarely 
served by museums. The Gallery also 
serves as a center and source of support 
for regional artists. In recent years the 
museum has purchased for the collection, 
and exhibited the works of, over 60 East- 
ern Massachusetts artists including such 
Merrimack Valley artists as David Sulli- 
van, Ann Lange, Gus and Jan Miller and 
Sarah Supplee. 

The campaign for the Addison Gallery 
results from a thorough assessment of the 
Gallery, initiated over two years ago in 
anticipation of the Gallery's 50th anniver- 
sary this year. In October 1978, the trust- 
ees convened a Visiting Committee of 
individuals distinguished in the arts to 
review the Gallery’s purpose, programs 
and prognosis for the future. The commit- 
tee found, and the trustees concurred, that 
the Addison was an ‘‘incomparable re- 
source’’ whose endowment was no longer 
adequate to support its current activities, 
much less the expanded role the commit- 
tee felt it should play in both the school 
and the wider community. Of the $4,765,- 
000 sought, approximately one third is 
needed to maintain the Addison’s current 
scope and quality; the remainder will de- 
termine the Gallery's future ability to 
play a vigorous role in art and education 


In anticipation of the Addison's 50th 
Birthday Celebration, a group of neigh- 
bors and friends of the Gallery have piedg- 
ed a gift of $50,000 for programs for its 51st 
year. These programs will include special 
exhibits, music recitals, films and lec- 
tures, and they will, as always, be open to 
the Andover community without charge. 


The gift is in recognition of the Addison's 
influence as a strong cultural force in our 
midst, states Norma Gammon, a member 
of the Merrimack Valley Addison Commit- 
tee, and Chairman of the Andover Board 
of Selectmen.

Townhouse or condominium devel- 
opments would represent a ‘‘drastic 
change for Andover,’ and the Planning 
Board's proposed multiple-family housing 
bylaw would rezone too much of the town 
too quickly, one resident teld the planners 
last week. 


During a public hearing on the bylaw 
recently, Rebecca Backman of Foster's 
Pond told the planners a smaller multi- 
family zone should be created to test the 
new bylaw. 


“The bylaw the way it is proposed is 
going too fast, allowing too much of the 


_ town to be rezoned. We are talking about 


one-third of the town. Let us evaluate a 
project that has been completed, and then 
open up more of the town after we know 
what we're getting into,”’ Backman sug- 
gested. 

She was among a handful of townspeople 
who attended the hearing on the bylaw, 
Article 17 in the warrant for town meet- 
ing, which will begin May 26. 


The planners’ bylaw would establish 
three multiple-family districts over exist- 
ing residential zones, within a mile and 
one-half radius of the central business 
district, a one-mile radius of Shawsheen 
Square, and a one-mile radius of Ballard- 
vale center.Townhouse developments 
would have to be at least 15 acres, with 
access to town water and sewer services, 
according to the bylaw. 


If town meeting approves the proposal, 
developers will apply to the planners for a 
special permit to build condominiums, 
with no further town meeting approval 
required. 

Some voters may feel that town meeting 
should approve plans for each proposed 
development, Marge Bradshaw of the 
League of Women Voters said. “We urge 
you to be explicit and explain your rea- 
soning at town meeting,’ she recommend- 
ed. 

Planning board Chairman Frank Mc- 
Bride responded that the planners believe 
town meeting approval would encourage 
‘‘a multitude of special town meetings.” 
He added that townspeople ‘‘have to have 
some confidence in the people who are 
directing the town. We feel town boards 
are better able to make these decisions 
than town meeting. which can be emotion- 
al and be dominated by special interest 
groups.”

Rhys Kear, director of Community De- 
velopment and Planning, pointed out that 
while there are arguments in favor of 
town meeting approval, the special permit 
process would still include public hear- 
ings: There would still be ‘‘an open fo- 
rum” on each developer's request. 


An article requesting a zoning change so 
that a developer may build 192 new apart- 
ment units, including some condomini- 
ums, drew strong opposition from 
abutters during another public hearing 
before the planners Thursday. 

Developer August Colangelo’s Article 57 
requests a zone change from single resi- 
dence C to apartment zone, so that he may 
enlarge his Colonial Drive apartment 
complex off South Main Street, near the 
North Reading line. 

Colangelo withdrew the same proposal 
from town meeting in 1977, and it was 
defeated in 1974. 

‘‘How many times do we have to fight 
this?’’ abutter Norman Rockwood of 
Gould Road asked the planners. He said 
tenants of the complex disturb the neigh- 
boring homeowners, and that new apart- 
ments would increase water and sewer 
problems in the neighborhood. 


But Atty. Phillip Sullivan, representing 
Colangelo, said the developer's current 
plans ‘‘answer the objections that were 
raised previously.’ The proposed water 
extension would ‘‘be ai improvement to 
the entire area at no expense to the town,” 
he said, adding that apartments would be 
‘better for the area than single family 
housing.” 

The planners took no position on the 
article: McBride said they were awaiting 
reports from the Public Works director, 
Zoning Board of Appeals and police and 
fire chiefs before voting on the proposal. 

The last item on the planners’ docket 
last week was Article 18, which would 
require homeowners who wish to build 
‘in-law’ apartments to apply for special 
permits from the zoning board 


Such requests are now handled by the 
Zoning Board. but they have been flooded 
with requests recently, and suggested the 
special permit process might be more 
appropriate than their variance proce- 
dure. 

Permits would be granted to homeown- 
ers whose relatives need to live with them 
due to age. illness or similar reasons, 
Kear explained. The ZBA could place spe- 
cial restrictions on permits, and town 
staffers would inspect the homes annually 
to see if relatives still live there. .he said. 


When a relative no longer lived in a unit, 
it could not be rented to a tenant, Kear 
said, and the ‘benefits of the permit would 
(eventually) lapse.” 

The gmall group at this last hearing of 
the evening offered little comment on the 
proposed bylaw. and the planners did not 
indicate whether they would support the 
article

Shattuck Farm Plan Approved; 
Poore To Speak In Opposition 


A plan to preserve the historic Shattuck 
Farm buildings has won the selectmen’s 
support by a four to one vote, but the 
dissenting selectman has promised to step 
down onto the floor of town meeting next 
week to speak against the warrant article. 

Selectman Susan Poore was alone in her 
opposition to the plan to rezone a 55,000 
square-foot piece of land at the junction of 
old and new River Roads from Industrial 
D to the less restrictive Industrial G zone. 

The Historical Commission believes the 
rezoning would make it easier for owners 
Arkwright-Boston Insurance Co., owners 
of the Industrial Tech Park where the 
buildings stand, to sell the buildings and 
move them to the site. The buildings now 
stand on property owned by Digital Equip- 
ment Corp., which has no use for them. 

Historical Commission President Philip 
K. Allen said Arkwright has already been 
contacted by ‘‘an interested party.” and 
‘‘hopefully by town meeting we will have a 
firm commitment” for the purchase of the 
buildings. 

The three farm buildings. which the 
historical commission has been struggling 
to preserve for years, could be used for 
retail sales or consumer or personal serv- 
ices, under the Industrial-G zone. 

But Steve Kasnet of the R.M. Bradley 
Company, industrial real estate agents for 
Arkwright. said Arkwright had agreed to 
place more restrictions on the zone than 
the I-G zoning calls for. such as increased 
setbacks. 

Several abutters spoke against the pro- 
posal. saying the parcel was too small for 
the three buildings. and that they would be

hurt by the rezoning. They pointed out that 
the Zoning Board of Appeals denied a 
variance to move the buildings to the 
same site less than a year ago. 

‘We understand the abutters’ problems, 
and we will stretch every way we can to 
make that an attractive place,’ Allen re- 
sponded. “But otherwise. the buildings 
would be destroyed, and with them their 
historical significance. They could be 
made, | think into a very. very attractive 
building complex.” 

Poore said she opposed the plan because 
it represented ‘‘spot commercial zoning.” 
She said it appeared that ‘‘businesses are 
beginning to do Andover’s planning for 
Andover.” 

The selectman added that she did not 
‘like the idea that today is the end of the 
world for the Shattuck farm — I believe 
that buyers could be found, someone who 
would move them somewhere else.” 

Selectman Edward Harris, a member of 
the Historical Society. said he was in favor 
of preserving the buildings, and that ‘‘the 
proposal will not in fact spoil the neighbor- 
hood — it will improve the neighborhood.’ 

He explained that the neighborhood is

Articles 


The membership of the Andover League 
of Women Voters at its regular unit meet- 
ings has reviewed and considered various 
articles in the town warrant. In accord- 
ance with its already established posi- 
tions, the league encourages passage of 
the following articles at the Spring Town 
Meeting. 

Articles 7 and 50 address the needs of 
the handicapped to have access to parking 
places and public facilities. Article 15, 
creating a zoning bylaw for installation of 
wind energy towers, encourages the devel- 
opment of alternative energy sources. Ar- 
ticle 51, authorizing a transfer of unds, 
allows for the continued improvement of 
energy conservation in Town buildings. 
Article 44 will provide funds to maintain 
facilities at the Riverina Road pumping 
station. Article 45 authorizes the extension 
of the Town water main to residences on 
Dundas Road. Continuation of the WeeBus 
service to the elderly and handicapped in 
Andover is assured by passage of Article 
46. 

Conservation goals are served by pas- 
sage of articles 52. 53, 54 and 55. In partic- 
ular, the leagug encourages acquisition of 
Pole-Hil! for conservation open space and 
the acquisition of development rights of 
the Dargoonian Farm so that it remains a 
producing farm. Article 47 authorizes $45.- 
000 for the construction of a shelter facili- 
ty, restrooms and a maintenance garage 
at Rec Park which will promote more 
regular use of the site by Town citizens 
and organizations 

The league strongly supports a profes- 
sional study of the ground water at or near 
the landfill site off Chandler Road in order 
to determine the presence. if any. of haz- 
ardous wastes 

Two articles encourage the recycling ot 
buildings for contemporary use. thus pre- 
serving the ‘built environment.” Article 
66 authorizes terms of the sale of the 
Bradlee School for residential conversion,

Now You're Cooking 


While trying to save on time and still 
enjoy a good quiche on occasion, I've been 
experimenting in my kitchen and have 
finally found a combination that even Billy 
likes. For those of you who don’t already 
know, he’s my husband and very picky 
about his food. So when I come up with 
something HE likes, I can pass it on to you 
with great confidence. Not only is this 
good — but so simple it’s a pleasure to 
make. I have tried it with many varied 
fillings and have been pleased with all.

Crustless Asparagus Quiche 


® One 10 oz. box frozen asparagus pieces - 
cooked according to package instructions 
and drained well. 
1 small onion fine diced 
2 cups grated Swiss cheese 

Arrange all of this evenly in a 10 inch 
glass pie plate. Don't use aluminum. It 
ruins the flavor. 
In blender put: 
1 cup milk 
4 eggs 
7} cup bisquick or jiffy 

Blend on high for 30 seconds. Pour into 
pie plate and bake at 350° for 45 to 50 
minutes till golden on top. Let rest 10 
minutes before cutting and-enjoy! Here 
are the other fillings we've tried and en- 
joyed 
2 10 oz. boxes spinach cooked to package 
directions, drained well (you must wring 
it out in your hands to release all the liquid 
and chopped fine. 
1 onion fine diced 
1'2 cups feta cheese. (or gruyere if you 
prefer)

1 6 oz. box frozen Alaskan king crab 
1 cup grated Swiss cheese 
Or 

1 cup leftover chicken or ham fine diced 
2 bunches scallions chopped 
1 cup grated cheddar or jack

(imported with juice) 
16 0z. can tomato paste 
2-3 oz. cans sliced mushrooms 
Melt butter and oil in sauce pan. Add the 
chopped meat and saute stirring till the 
meat has lost the pink. Add the ham and 


onions. Saute till onions are translucent. 


Add the wine, the plum tomatoes. crush- 
ing them as you add them, the tomato 
paste, stir well and simmer very slowly 
uncovered. about 12 hours, 10 minutes 
before off heat, add the mushrooms, 
drained.

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Merchants Shun Federal Funds; 
Elm Square Project Reduced 


Downtown merchants won their skir- 
mish against federal ‘vigilantes’ Monday 
night, when the selectmen decided to 
scrap plans to redo a stretch of Main 
Street as part of the upcoming Elm Square 
renovation project. 

At the merchants’ strenuous request, 
the board voted unanimously to leave 
Main Street untouched when the square is 
redesigned this summer W&h federal and 
state funds. The rest of the project will be 
carried out as planned: Elm Sqnere will 


“be redesigned to improve the traffiClow, 


with new sets of traffic signals installed. 

Under the original plans for the project, 
on the drawing board for five years, Main 
Street would have been replaned and re- 
surfaced from the square to Chestnut 
Street. 

But federal inspectors recently decided 
the downtown street should undergo a full- 
depth reconstruction instead, a more ex- 
tensive job that would have cost the town 
$2,000 for a new engineering steady. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark recom- 
mended the selectmen go along with the 
federal plan, in part because the street 
would then be likely to last for 40 or 50 
years. 

However, the street reconstruction 
would also add another 30 to 45 days to the 
project, scheduled to begin in August, and

would close portions of the street to traffic 
for periods of time. The manager esti- 
mated the project could be completed by 
mid-December, before holiday shopping 
got underway. 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
told the board that either plan would be 
“acceptable.” 

Members of the Central Business Dis- 
trict committee and Chamber of Com- 
merce, who first protested the plan last 
week, filled the Memorial Hall Library 
meeting room Monday night to underscore 
their opposition. 

Chamber President Lawrence Sullivan, 
an attorney and former selectman, called 
the federal inspectors ‘‘a bunch of vigi- 
lantes’’ who ‘‘came in here on a weekend, 
not understanding the total framework of 
what the downtown means to the entire 
community.” 

Sullivan emphasized that the Elm 
Square project had been ‘‘hammered out 
in a total effort. with the downtown mer- 
chants and businessmen consulted every 
step of the way,’ up until the federal 
officials recommended the Main Street 
reconstruction without consulting the 
merchants. 

Christmas shopping would be hurt by the 
more extensive project. which would 
“create a hostile environment for the con-

sumer,” because many shoppers begin 
shopping in late September, he said —add- 
ing that the project would probably take 
six months, rather than four. 

Sullivan also maintained that some 
small retailers would be hurt by the loss of 
walk-in business while the street was 
closed — and that some might not survive. 
‘We may be inviting disaster for some of 
these businessmen.” 

Fred Mears of the Andover Gift House 
told the board that discouraging downtown 
shoppers by closing off the street could 
have ‘‘a very long-range effect’’ on the 
merchants because ‘‘retailing is a very 
fragile business.” 

Citing the pressures of inflation, Mears 
added, ‘'This is a very difficult time to 
entertain any program that entails more 
than the minimum amount of time — that 
would be very foolish at this time.” 

Sandy Brown, representing the Andover 
Center Merchants, agreed that customers 
who ‘‘start to buy elsewhere” would *‘pos- 
sibly not come back. Don't close our street 
down — at least give us one lane of traf- 
fic,’ he urged the selectmen. 

And Cornelius Coco of Pappagallo’s told 
the board he would ‘‘very greatly respect 
the community that could pass up the easy 
money. the federal money, and bu- 
reaucratic control.”

“Thank you,’ Selectman Edward Har- 
ris answered, ‘‘but we haven't voted yet.” 


But moments later the board responded 
by voting, with no discussion, to eliminate 
Main Street from the project. The street 
will now be neither reconstructed nor re- 
surfaced. Full-depth reconstruction will 
still be done in Elm Square, however. 


McQuade said traffic will be restricted 
from Main Street at times while the 
square is renovated, but one lane. will 
remain open at all times. 


The selectmen indicated the town might 
resurface the street in the future — ‘‘You 
might not see Main Street resurfaced this 
year, next year: or the following year,” 
Selectman Susan Poore pointed out — at a 
cost to the town of at least $100,000. 


Those funds could come from taxation, 
or from the state’s Chapter 90 funding for 
roadway renovations, although Clark 
warned that Chapter 90 funds may not be 
readily available in future years. 


The roomful of merchants greeted the 
selectmen's unanimous decision with ap- 
plause. As they stood to leave. Poore said 
firmly. “Have a good Christmas season.”

Condo Bylaw At Limit 


Some elderly residents had hoped the 
selectmen would put more teeth in it, but 
Monday night they learned that the 
board's proposed bylaw to restrict condo- 
minium conversions is probably as tough 
as it can be 

Older residents crowded into Memorial 
Hall Library to urge the selectmen to 
amend the bylaw. a town meeting warrant 
article. to require apartment owners to 
give tenants a one-year notice before con- 
verting apartments into condominums 

But Town Counsel Alfred Daniels ad- 
vised the residents — many of whom live 
in the Washington Park apartments, 
threatened with the rumor of conversion 
for many months now that such an 
amendment could be illegal

could throw out the entire bylaw. Daniels 


explained, leaving the town without even 
the limited protection that the new bylaw 
could provide 

The bylaw to be presented to town meet- 
ing next week would require apartment 
owners to apply for a Zoning Board of 
Appeals special permit to convert their 
units. The application and appeal process 
could give tenants up to four months to 
find new homes 

The town currently has no laws govern- 
ing condo conversions. and apartment 
dwellers — many of them elderly — could 
be faced with instant evictions 

Atty. Gerald Lewis of Andover. rep- 
resenting the Washington Park residents 
told the selectmen his clients favor the 
proposed bylaw. but wanted the one-year 


notice added to the Jaw,’ to provide dete 
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To help smooth the way for its proposed 
Frontage Road plant, Digital Equipment 
Corp. now plans to develop the entire 127- 
acre site, and triple what it once planned 
to spend to sewer the site. 

But Monday night’s selectmen’s meet- 
ing indicated the company still faces an- 
other hurdle at town meeting next week: 
Townpeople’s fears about the traffic con 
gestion the new plant could bring into the 
neighborhood. 

Article 36 on the warrant will ask voters 
to rezone the site from residential to In- 
dustrial D. Digital hopes to build a world 
headquarters for its field service man- 
ufacturing operation, hgused in three 
buildings on 52 acres of the site 

Digital has now developed a $750,000 
plan to build a 6,000-foot gravity sewer line 
running along the westerly side of Route I- 
93. along the railroad bed and down to 
Lowell Junction, possibly crossing the 
Tewksbury line at one point 

Larry Beals of BSC Engineering, rep- 
resenting Digital, said the line would cross 
only industrial property, and would in- 
volve ‘no serious cutting or filling.” 

The company had originally planned a 
sewage pumping Station to serve the site, 
at a cost of approximately $250,000, but 
that plan would have violated the town’s 
master sewer plan, which requires gravity 
sewer lines 

Digital representative Pat Matthews 
told the board that developer Yvon Cor- 
mier had offered the remaining acres on 
the site to Digital. and the company had 
“quickly decided to purchase the acres. 

The offer resulted from questions at a 
Planning Board public hearing last week 
about what would happen to the remaining 
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acres on the site if Digital developed only 
52 acres as originally planned, Matthews 
explained 

Matthews unveiled revised plans for the 
expanded site, which now include a 200,000 
square foot office building on the new 
acres. The building was designed to bring 
only as much traffic into the area as it 
could handle, he said 

The plan is also designed to preserve 
wetlands on the site and provide a ‘‘suffi- 
cient buffer’’ of undeveloped land for 
neighboring homes, Matthews added. 

Digital would build the office in the 
future: no date is planned at this time, 
Matthews indicated. However, there is 
still an immediate need for the first three 
buildings, and they would be built as soon 
as possible if the land is rezoned, he said. 

But the discussion quickly turned to the 
increased traffic that Digital’s 1,000 em- 
ployees would bring into the Frontage 
Road-Dascomb Road area, where Ray- 
theon and IRS employees already clog the 
streets during commuting hours. Engineer 
Frank O Callahan said Digital's employ- 
ees would generate ‘‘approximately 5,000 
trips on an average weekday ’ to and from 
the site 


The new plant would have ‘‘substantial 


impacts on the area and cause “the en- 
tire general network to break down,’ the 
engineer said. However, he added, “We 


feel confident that could be mitigated due 
to (Digital's) variable work hours pro- 
gram. And with some traffic operational 
improvements, the traffic is quite mana- 
gable 

He explained that the company's varia- 
ble work hours program would allow em-

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Andover’s Been ‘Poorely Byrned’ 


It is most difficult to find any sound reasoning behind 
the actions of three members of the board of selectmen 
who this week denied the voters of Andover the opportu- 
nity to decide whether they would like to continue with 
the proposed school building project at a cost of an 
additional $3 million. 

Following the examination of bids submitted on the 
total school project last week, it was found that the 
costs were in excess of the money appropriated a year 
ago. Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark therefore sug- 
gested that the selectmen request a special town meet- 
ing at the end of the regular town meeting and ask the 
voters to act on the additional funds needed. 

But, Monday night three selectmen, Susan T. Poore, 
Donn Byrne and Edward M. Harris changed all that. 
The article, inserted at some difficulty, allows the town 
to vote to spend just the $11.7 million appropriated last 
year and be given the options to cut the project back to 
that figure. 

That means, as the article now stands, voters will 
have to decide whether to forget about an addition and 
auditorium at the high school, a media center and 
renovation at West Junior High, or developing Doherty 
School into a junior high building to replace East Junior 
High. All within $11 million, and no opportunity to 
choose to provide the additional funds for the project 
they approved a year ago. 

The action is an affront to the decision-making proc- 
ess as we know it in Andover. 

It denies to the people of the community who voted 
for the project initially, the opportunity to make a 
further commitment, or any other decision in a demo- 
cratic manner on the town meeting floor. 

What the majority of the selectmen did Monday night 
was close the options available through the town meet- 
ing process for townspeople to make up their own minds 
as to what they wanted done with a school project which 
has been debated and worked on for the past few years. 

Its direction has been altered by town meeting votes 
in the past. But, apparently some selectmen now labor 
under the misconception that they should make those 
decisions for the townspeople. 

The concurrence by Selectmen Harris with Poore and 
Byrne is somewhat puzzling. Harris has always cham- 
pioned the allowing of town meeting to make a decision, 
particularly of this magnitude, reserving the right to 
offer his own opinion on the issue on town meeting floor. 
There is the possibility that in the lateness of the hour 
and the series of votes on the particular matter, there 
was sufficient confusion as to what the actual decision 
was to be when the vote was taken. 

Such action can be remedied, and hopefully will be. 

The actions of Byrne and Poore, while somewhat 
surprising in view of their avowed desire to serve the 
people of Andover, is understandable. Both have been 
critical of school expenses and practices during their 
years in public service. This provided an excellent 


opportunity to vent their personal displeasure with the 
schools and they seized upon it. 

Byrne has found himself a new and more vocal public 
forum in his acquisition of a seat on the board of 
selectmen. As a member and chairman of the Finance 
Committee he was constantly critical of school depart- 
ment operations. As FinCom chairman he was not 
overly fond of the school construction project, even as 
proposed at last year’s annual town meeting, feeling 
portions of the job were unnecessary. 

Mrs. Poore has also been Critical of the schools and 
the school project from time té time. Despite having 
been involved in efforts outside the realm of her duties 
as selectmen with regard to the community devel- 
opment and planning department, which resulted in the 
requested resignation of the director, she apparently 
still feels she has the right to run and rule the town her 
way. 

The two paired unsuccessfully Monday night to block 
any town meeting consideration of further action on the 
school proposal, by opposing the actual calling of a 
special town meeting at the request of the school build- 
ing and school committees. 

This is a further denial of the democratic process, not 
only to the townspeople, but te-two groups, the building 
committee in particular, who have labored long and 
hard to provide the town with a responsible building 
project and one which they felt they had fitted to the 
community's request of a year ago. 

Considerable money has already been allotted for the 
project in planning and engineering, as well as the 
valuable volunteer time put in by the building commit- 
tee members. 

They have done their best to fit the project within the 
$11.7 million scope accorded them’a year ago. They 
have met a timetable as close as possible. They are 
deserving of at least the courtesy of coming back to that 
same forum which granted them the original funding 
and explaining the reasons why more is needed. - 

There is no argument here for or against the 
additional funding. 

The more important question to be atewered now ts 
whether in the election of some persons to the Andover 
board of selectmen, did the townspeople surrender their 
rights to make intelligent decisions on their own? 

Town meeting has handled this school building issue 
on at least three occasions over the past few years. 
Frankly, that is where the decision should remain and 
the same people who have been voicing opinions, indi- 
cating their preferences and approving of the expe.di- 
ture of their funds, still retain the sound judgment to 
continue in that vein and not hand that right over to a 
couple of people who may have become too impressed 
with their office. 

The Monday night decision, allowed to stand, will 
leave Andover's decision making process rather ‘Poore- 
ly Byrned.',

Analyzing The Impact 
To The Editor Of The Townsman: 

I am writing about the Town Meeting 
Articles affecting the residents of the Os- 
good Street-Frontage Road-Dascomb 
Road area of Andover. It is important to 
discuss the total impact of Mr. Cormier’s 
attempt to rezone his land so that he can 
sell it to Digital or other industries in the 
wer is. terms: 

. Rezoning. All town residents living 
near undeveloped land can be affected by 
passage of this Article. the Knights of 
Columbus’ Article, or any attempt to re- 
zone from residential to industrial. I am 
sure developers like Mr. Cormier can 
make more money selling their land to 
industry, and changing Mr. Cormier’s res- 
idential land sets the precedent for other 
developers to seek the similar rezoning. 
Also, residents abutting AVIS property 
should not presume immunity from devel- 
opment. for it is a fact that the Frontage 
Road property includes a piece of AVIS 
land which Mr. Cormier has bought. 


2. Sewerage Presently there is no sewer- 
age in that area. Digital wants Andover to 
disrupt the Master Sewerage Plan. Appro- 
val of their Article will cause problems to 
the entire sewerage system in the future, 
and it is the town and the people of Ando- 
ver, not Digital, who will pay. Approval 
sets another undesirable precedent, for it 
opens the way for other industries to de 
niand the same 

3. Public Safety. The Dascomb Road 
exit for Route 93 is a main access fo! 
Andover commuters. Tewksbury® indus 
tries, the Brock-way Smith complex. Ray 
theon, the Knights of Columbus. and a new 
industrial area in the process of devel- 
opment next to Raytheon’s back gate 
During rush hours the traffic is already 
hectic. and there is no traffic control 
Adding a 127-acre industrial complex is 
going to create a hazardous situation for 
residents and their children who must 
walk to school. the Andover commuters 
using the exit. and the industrial employ- 
ees themselves. Digital's not very satis- 
factory solution relies strongly on 
unguaranteed state intervention, does not 
consider traffic from industries presently 
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being developed, and does not account for 
traffic at the Frontage Road-Osgood 
Street intersection. The town needs a bet- 
ter solution written and publicly recorded 
so there will be no vague promises made 
but never fulfilled. 

4. Quality Of Life. How long can Ando- 
ver preserve the residential characteris- 
tics that make it a desirable place to live if 
it now sets the precedent for industrial 
development of residential land and for 
disregarding longe-range planning pre- 
viously made regarding industry and the 
town's sewerage system. As we read 
about toxic waste, polluted wells and simi- 
lar problems, we become aware that 
short-sighted solutions often result in long- 
range, far-reaching disasters. The entire 
town is affected by the rezoning of the 
Knights of Columbus property, Mr. Cor- 
mier’s property. and by Digital's sewer- 
age proposal. Judging from Mr. Cormier’s 
absence at the Planning Board hearing, he 
apparently is not concerned about the ef- 
fects rezoning of his land will produce 
upon the town.

WASHINGTON -- This is a 
story about a whistleblower 
-- the dedicated employee in 
government or private 
industry who blows the whis- 
tle on misbehavior by the 
top brass. 

The name of this whistle- 
blower is Thomas W. Apple- 
gate. What makes his story 
interesting is that he was a 
private investigator who 
was hired to dig up dirt on 
employees of the Zimmer 
Nuclear Power Facility in 
Moscow, Ohio. 

Applegate did manage to 
dig up some dirt on the 
nuclear plant’s employees. 
But he unearthed even more 
on his employer, the Cincin- 
nati Gas and Electric 
Company, which owns the 
Zimmer nuclear power 
plant -- and he has affidavits 
from employees and secret 
tape recordings to back him 
up. 
But when he _ reported 
what he had found, his law- 
yer told my associate Indy 
Badhwar, he was told to shut 
up. When: he persisted, he 
was fired. 

Here are the details: 

Cincinnati Gas and Elec- 
tric hired Applegate as an 
undercover agent at the 
plant. Company officials 
suspected that employees 
were cheating on their time 
cards, and they wanted 
Applegate to check it out. 

The private eye was given 
an alias -- Tom Jackson -- 
and was hired as a cost 
accounting engineer. He did 
his undercover work -- and 
found that cheating on time 
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Whistieblower’s tips lead 
to reopening of N-plant probe“ 


cards was the least of what 
ailed the nuclear plant. 

Employees in the facili- 
ty’s control room were stor- 
ing liquor there and drinking 
on the job, according to 
Applegate. Some workers 
were consuming “angel 
dust” and other drugs on the 
job while management 
looked the other way, the 
private investigator report- 
ed. 

Applegate also told his 
empioyer about faulty weld- 
ing of pipes and other con- 
struction mistakes, as well 


_ as the theft of copper cable 


for sale on the black market. 
He even reported the sale of 
stolen guns on the construc- 
tion site. The Zimmer plant, 
he suggested, is another 
Three Mile Island in the 
making. 

All of this, according to 
Applegate, fell on deaf ears. 

hen he was rebuffed by the 
company, Applegate took his 
complaints to the FBI, the 
U.S. attorney’s office and to 
the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission. 

According to Applegate’s 
sworn testimony, the com- 
pany not only fired him, but 
also sacked some employees 
on time card violations -- 
and deliberately told them 
that Applegate was the cul- 
prit who had reported them 
Since then, he says, he has 
been subjected to threats 
and even an attempt on his 
life. 

The Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission conducted an 
investigation of Applegate s 
complaints but failed to con- 
firm them. A spokesman for 
the utility company dis- 


yee 


missed Applegate’s charges 
as the product of a “vivid 
imagination.” ; 

But now, at the insistence 
of the U.S. Office of Special 
Counsel -- that’s the whistle- 
blower’s official protector -- 
the nuclear agency has reo- 

ened the investigation. 

ith prodding from the Gov- 
ernment Accountability 
Project, a private watchdog 
group, the agency will try to 
find out if its initial investi- 
gation was a whitewash. 

It will also attempt to 
determine whether the 
nuclear plant in Moscow, 
Ohio, is indeed another 
Three Mile Island in the 
making. 

WATCH ON WASTE: 
President Reagan’s call for 
increased defense spending 
is laudatory in light of the 
growing military might of 
the Soviet Union. But it 
doesn’t help the armed 
forces to waste money. 

Take the Firebrand, for 
instance. This is a drone 
missile built by the Navy. 
It’s supposed to simulate a 
Soviet missile launched 
against US. ships. 

There is no doubt such a 
drone is useful. It will pro- 
vide Navy gunners a realis- 
tic test of their ability to 
defend the fleet against low- 
flying enemy missiles. But 
the Firebrand project, which 
was begun in 1976, is 
already three years behind 
schedule and $165 million 
over budget. 

The Navy doesn’t admit 
this. We got the figure from 
confidential sources. When 
we asked the Navy how 
much the Firebrand Is cost- 
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ing, a spokesman said he 
didn’t have a clear idea. He 
also didn’t know how much 
has been spent in the past or 
what the final cost of the 
project will be. 

Meanwhile, the target 
drone has grown to such\a 
size that nothing smaller 
than a giant cargo plane can 
launch it. The target missile 
is supposed to be reusable, 
and there’s something to be 
said for that. But the cost of 
launching and _ recovering 
the Firebrand and then pre- 
paring it for the next mis- 
sion will exceed $100,000 a 


shot.

ployees to work on a different schedule 
than Raytheon employees, to avoid adding 
to their traffic. 

O'Callahan also recommended that traf- 
fic signals be installed at the ramps lead- 
ing to Frontage Road from 93 and from 
Dascomb Road to 93: at Shawsheen Street 
and Dascomb Road: at Frontage and Das- 
comb roads. and at the proposed main 
entrance to the Digital plant 

In addition. Dascomb Road should be 
widened from Shawsheen Road to Front- 
age Road. he said. 

Digital would need the state's approval 
to make those changes, O'Callahan indi- 
cated. 

However. Selectman Susan Poore ap- 
peared skeptical that those efforts would 
prevent traffic problems. ‘‘The abutters 
are already suffering from the problem of 
underestimated traffice flows from IRS 
and Raytheon,”’ she said. ‘‘I think you will 
have a three-minute wait trying to go east 
or west on Route 133 —I think you will see 
stacks of traffic the likes of which you will 
not believe.” 

Abutter Kenneth Debenedictus of Sur- 
rey Lane added that the Digital traffic 
may be dangerous to the neighborhood 
children who will be walking to school 
next year: “I think you will be changing a 
bad situation to a very. very deplorable 
situation.” he said. 

But Digital representative Neil Hannon 
responded that the company will ‘not 
come in to build these buildings and then 
walk away from it. If the traffic becomes 
intolerable. we would work with the com- 
munity to solve the problems.”

And Bob Flannery of Beacon Street sug- 
gested that if the land is not rezoned and 
single-family houses are eventually built 
there, the neighborhood could have ‘‘triple 
the number of kids” and increased traffic 
as well. 

As the discussion drew to a close, two 
residents reminded the board that there 
are larger issues involved in the rezoning 
question. 

Moira Reed of North Street said the 
Digital proposal ‘‘presumes that we 
should change from residential land to 
industrial land — but it could happen 
somewhere else as well 

“I feel strongly that the planning board 
should determine zoning, not industry,” 
Reed said. ‘I would like to hear this dis- 
cussed by the planning board. not town 
meeting.” 

Bill Sliboda of Osgood Street com- 
mented that he ‘would prefer to have 
Digital as a neighbor as opposed to some- 
body else. But the real question the towns- 
people are going to be asked is. what do 
they want the future use of their land to 
be? 

‘This could have a substantial impact 
on Andover as a community,’ he added 
‘This is a rezoning question—not a Digital 
question.”

Shattuck farm buildings. Under the terms 
of the recent agreement between the His- 
toric Commission and Arkwright-Boston, 
it has been agreed that the developer will 
not only make available the three struc- 
tures but also a 56,000 square foot parcel of 
land as a potential permanent location for 
the rehabilitation of the buildings.

that require notice periods are allowed to 
do so under rent control, Daniels said, and 
represent ‘‘unique situations. I think 
we've got a problem with trying to put a 
time limit on this.” 

He also recommended that the proposed 
amendment include a stipulation that 
should the amendment be stricken by the 
attorney general, the body of the bylaw 
would still stand. 

Lewis said he would go along with town 
counsel's recommendations, explaining 
that ‘there is a great uncertainty in this 
body of law at this time 

“The interests of the Washington Park 
residents would be best served by having 
this bylaw...1 am very much in favor of 
having a condominium bylaw that would 
stick,’ the attorney added. ‘‘We would all 
be better served by having something 
rather than nothing.”
